AID ARE DELAYED 


Appropriation Bill Held Up 
Until Legislature Re- 
convenes July 16.

JEFFERSON CITY, July 6 — 
Payment of state old-age pensions 
and aid to dependent children al- 
lowances for July, to the apprgxi- 
mately 185,000 persons on these 
two social security rolls will be 
held up until July 16 or 17, it was 
said today, because of delay in a 
new appropriation bill -reaching 
Gov. Forrest Smith, 

Old-age pension checks usually 
are issued on the first of the 
month for which they are payable. 
There are 124,000 persons on the 
old-age pension roll. Checks for 
aid to dependent children are is- 
sued for the 60,549 children on 
the roll, on the tenth day of the 
month for which they are payable. 
Gov. Smith said today the Dill 
could not reach him before July 
16 because the Legislature is in 
recess until that day, and there- 
fore necessary steps in transmit- 
ing the bill to him for signature 
cannot be completed. 

The appropriation bill involved 
is for social security activities of 
the state for the new fiscal year 
which began last July 1. No funds 
in the treasury wil] be available 
for social security payments until 
the bill is signed by the Governor.

County Drive Tempera- 
ture to 76, Coolest 
Noon Since June 26. 


A thundershower brought some 
relief from the heat today, but the 
Weather Bureau thought it would 
be only temporary. The tempera- 
ture began falling shortly before 
the rain began and, in one hour, 
starting at 10:45 a.m., there was a 
15-degree drop—from 91 to 76. 

At 1 p.m. the mercury was still 


at 76, but then it started to move 
up and, by 3 o’clock the thermom- 
eter registered 84. At 3:30, the 
temperature had dropped to 79, 

Heavy rains fell in some parts 
of St. Louis county at about the 
same time the shower began in 
the city. Temperatures also 
dropped rapidly in the county dur- 
ing the rain. 

The 76 degrees recorded here at 
noon was the lowest the thermom- 
eter has been at this period of 
the day since June 26. 

Breeze Brings Some Relief. 

St. Louisans also had some 
respite from the heat yesterday 
and last night, thanks to clouds 
and a moderate breeze. 

Despite the break caused by the 
showers, Meteorologist Harry F. 
Wahlgren predicted the thermom- 
eter will soar into the 90s again 
tomorrow, with a low in the morn- 
ing of 75. 

For the first time in nine days, 
the mercury failed to hit 92 yes- 
terday. Clouds held the high tem- 
peraturé for the day down to 89 
degrees; recorded at 2:30 p.m. and 
again at 5:30 p.m. 

A breeze of eight to 14 miles 
an hour enabled many St. Louisans 
to get a fairly good night’s sleep 
for the first time in more than a 
week. Temperatures were in the 
low 80s until midnight but they 
then dropped into the 70s and re- 
mained there until this morning. 

Other principal cities were hot- 
ter than St. Louis yesterday. A 
maximum temperature of 99 was 
recorded in Philadelphia, 97 in 
Chicago and Pittsburgh, 94 in New 
York and 90 in Boston. 

Eighth Heat Fatality. 

John F. Kreysar, 77 years old, 
3828 McRee avenue, died last night 
at City Hospital, where he was 
taken Saturday for treatment for 
heat exhaustion. His death was 
the eighth attributed to the heat 
here this year. Yesterday’s lower 
temperatures caused 2 drop in the 
number of heat cases reported, 
however. 

Mrs, Frances Gerst, 917 Belt 
avenue, was taken to City Hos- 
pital today from the C. A. Lange 
Laundry Co., 2000 South Jefferson 
avenue, where she is employed. 
She was pronounced suffering 
from heat exhaustion. . 

Wahlgren, philosophizing about 
the weather, said there are always 
some persons who are pleased no 
matter how hot it gets. “Take 
the soft-drink man and the elec- 
tric fan merchants,” he declared. 
“Don’t tell me those fellows aren't 
happy.” 

The St. Louis County Water Co. 
exceeded previous 24-hour pumping 
records on four days in the last 
week, W. V. Weir, company presi- 
dent, said today. 

Plants of the water company, on 
the Missouri river and Olive Street 
road, pumped from 36,500,000 to 
37,500,000 gallons per day last 
Thursday, Friday, Saturday and 
Tuesday. The previous 24hour 
pumping record, set last August, 
was 36,400,000 gallons. Daily pump- 
ing capacity is 40,000,000 gallons, 
| In St. Louis, water consumption 
has exceeded the 200,000,000-gallon 
mark daily for-the last two weeks, 
Water Commissioner Thomas J. 
Skinker said. High for the year 
occurred last Friday, when the 
consumption totaled 216,000,000 
gallons. 

The city’s record is 229,000,000 
gallons, established Aug. 5, 1947, 
but Skinker says that mark won't

U WON'T SEEK 
DEATH SENTENCE 
FOR TOKYO ROSE? 


All-White Jury Selected 
for Treason Trial of 
Jap Wartime Propa- 
gandist. 


SAN FRANCISCO, July 6 (AP) 
—The Government today opened 
its attempt to convict Iva Toguri 
d' Aquino — known as “Tokyo 
Rose —of wartime treason. It 
will not demand the death pen- 
alty. 

Speedy selection of an all-white 


jury of six men and six women 
yesterday cleared the way for 
opening statements. 

In his statement, Prosecutor 
Tom de Wolfe reviewed the 
charges against the defendant and 
stressed repeatedly that Mrs. 
d' Aquino was and still is an 
American citizen.“ 

Before de Wolfe read his state- 
ment, one of the women jurors, 
Lucille V. Irvine, was excused 
after she said she was a “nerv- 
ous wreck.” She was replaced by 
one of two alternates, Mrs, Ival 
B. Long. 

The statement that the Govern- 
ment will not seek a death penal- 
ty came from de Wolfe in reply 
to a reporter’s question. The mini- 
mum penalty on conviction would 
bef ive years in prison and a $10,- 
000 fine, — 

The defendant, born in Los An- 
geles 33 years ago on July 4, is 
charged with eight acts of trea- 
son. The Government charged 
that as “Tokyo Rose,” she hoped 
to demoralize and discourage Al- 
lied military men with her radio 
broadcasts from Tokyo. 

The Government used only sev- 
en jury challenges. Asked if the 
seven were challenged because 
they were Negroes, De Wolfe said, 
“No, we were not motivated by 
that. There were many reasons.” 
The Government also ruled out 
one Chinese as an alternate juror. 

The defense used nine challenges. 

Much testimony of a preliminary 
nature was expected before the 
Government presents recordings of 
Tokyo broadcasts. The Govern- 
ment, for example, must establish 
that the defendant is a United 
States citizen, owing allegiance to 
this country. One of the defense 
contentions is that Mrs, D’Aquino 
became a citizen of Portugal when 
she married Felipe D’Aquino. 

The defendant sat motionless, 
pale and serious, through most of 
yesterday’s opening session, She 
occasionally penciled notes. 

With her in court were her hus- 
band, an employe of a Japanese 
news agency; her father, Jun 
Toguri, Chicago grocer; and her 
sister, June Hori, of Los Angeles, 


‘ENRICHED’ FLOUR 
FOUND DEFICIENT, 
FIRM IS FINED $1000 


For shipping flour that was 
labeled “enriched” but proved to 
be deficient in iron and vitamin 
B-2, the Flour Mills of America, 
doing busin as Valier & Spies 
Milling Co., Shreve avenue, 
was fined a total of $1000 here 
today, 

The company pleaded guilty of 
violating the pure food and drug 
act by shippine misbranded flour 
last Sept, 24 to Madison and to 
Wilmington, N. C. It was fined 
$500 on each of two counts. 

Governmént inspectors who 
checked samples of the shipments 
said the flour fell short of the en- 
richment standard by 45 per cent 
in vitamin B-2 and by 25 per cent 
in iron, A company attorney told 
United States District Judge 
George H, Moore it was difficult 
to prevent such a variation, as the 
least slowing of machinery could 
make the difference, 

An inspector, however, testified 
the company had been warned in 
1944 and again in 1945 that its 
flour was below standard.

Senator Calls Communism 
Sole Threat to World 
Peace, Declares That 
America Is Its Final 
Target.

WASHINGTON, July 6 (AP) — 
Senator Vandenberg of Michigan 
today asked the Senate to ratify 
the North Atlantic treaty as a 
shield for free men against “em- 
battled, greedy Communism.” 

He opened the second day of de- 
bate on the 12-nation alliance with 
the double-barreled statement that 
(1) Communism is the sole threat 
to world peace, and (2) its final 
target is the United States. 

„The treaty will be a warning to 
would-be conquerors, Vandenberg 
said, that 300,000,000 people wil 
resist aggression. 

As Republican leader in foreign 
affairs, he added the weight of his 
prestige to that of Senator Con- 
nally (Dem.), Texas, who led off 
the debate yesterday. 

Quick Passage Forecast. 

As Vandenberg spoke, Senate 
leaders saw a good chance to win 
final approval of the treaty in less 
than a week of debate. They were 
encouraged by a general lack of 
opposition to the pact and its 
stated purpose of heading off any 
attack on the western, non-Com- 
munist world. A two-thirds vote of 
approval by the Senate is needed 
to bind the United States to the 
treaty. No House action is required. 

Vandenberg called the «treaty 
“the best available implement to 
discourage armed aggression and 
thus to stop another war before 
it starts.” And then he turned to 
Communism, saying’ the world’s 
“precious values” are in jeopardy 
in today’s “tortured world.” 

“This jeopardy does not stem 
from us,’ he went on... “No, Mr. 
President, it stems from embattled, 
greedy Communism abroad and at 
home.” 

Vandenberg declared that “open 
conspiracies” are aimed ultimately 
at the United States. 

We cannot run away from it,” 
he told the Senate, “There it is, 
pact or no pact. ... We are the 
final target, though other inde- 
pendent peoples are in nearer 
jeopardy.” 

The treaty is designed to mini- 
mize the threat of this jeopardy, 
Vandenberg continued, adding: 

“Much as we might crave the 
easier way of lesser responsibility, 
we are denied the privilege, We 
cannot turn back the clock... . 
We have no choice as to whether 
we shall play a great part in the 
world. We have to play that, part. 
We have to play it in sheer de- 
fense of our own self-interest. All 
that we can decide is whether we 
shall play it well or ill.” 

Vandenberg agreed with Connal- 
ly that a vote for the treaty will 
not commit any Senator to vote 
for the proposed $1,130,000,000 pro- 
gram to re-arm the pact nations. 
The proposed arms plan faces far 
tougher opposition than the treaty. 
President Truman is expected to 
send the arms program to Con- 
gress after the pact is ratified. 

Vandenberg said the real strength 
of the treaty lies in the “poten- 
tial” military might of the 12 pact 
nations—not in the limited arms 
aid that is planned. 

“In my view,“ he said, “the 
pact’s invincible power for peace 
is the awesome fact that any ag- 
gressor upon the North Atlantic 
community knows in advance that 
from the very moment he launch- 
es his conquest, he will forthwith 
face whatever cumulative opposi- 
tion these united allies deem nec- 
essary to beat him to his knees 
and to restore peace and security.” 

Analysis of Treaty. 

Vandenberg made these pomts 
in his analysis of the treaty: 

The pact is within the frame- 
work of the United Nations; the 
President’s power as commander 
in chief of the armed forces “is 
neither increased nor diminished” 
by the treaty; the pact carries no 
obligation to defend European 
colonies outside the defense area; 
the way is open for other nations 
to join the alliance with the unani- 
mous consent of its members and 
approval by the Senate; the United 
States will not be bound to take 
sides in a civil war unless it in- 
cludes “external armed aggres- 
sion.” 

The treaty would bind the 
United States, Canada 
western European nations in a 
20-year alliance pledged to resist 
aggression on an “all for one, 
and one for all“ standard. 

Senator Donnell (Rep.), Mis- 
souri—who has been strongly 
critical of the treaty—is expected 
to speak next in the debate.

It would be the second divorce 
for Mrs. Boettiger. 

Boettiger and the President’s 
daughter first met in 1932 on a 
presidential, campaign trip. Boet- 
tiger at the time was a reporter 
for the Chicago Tribune, 

They were married in 1935, aft- 
er Anna had divorced her first 
husband, Curtis Dall, a New York 
broker. She obtained the divorce 
in Reno in 1934. 

In the petition filed yesterday, 
Boettiger charged that starting in 
June 1946 his wife was guilty of 
“cruel treatment.. . in that she 
has repeatedly by statements, ac- 
tions and manner, humiliated and 
made him miserable.” 

The pair reached agreement July 
15, 1948, settling their, property 
rights, They have a son, John 
R., 10, who now is living with his 
mother in Hollywood. 

Mrs. Boettiger said in Hollywood 
she would ask her attorney to file 
an answer and a cross complaint 
but added she has “no intention 
of making a lengthy trial” of the 
suit. She said she would seek 
custody of their son. 

“All famiiy break-ups are very 
sad things,” she said. 

Mrs. Boettiger had two children 
in her first marriage, Anna Elea- 
nor and Curtis, who became 
known nationally as Sistie“ and 
“Buzzie” when they lived at the 
White House. 

Anna Eleanor was married here 
July 8, 1948, to Van H. Seagraves 
of Oregon City, Ore. after the 
Boettigers had separated and sold 
the Times.

WASHINGTON, July 6 (AP)— 
The House Armed Services Com- 
mittee tentatively approved today 
a military unification law amend- 
ment to prevent establishment of 
a single chief of staff or an armed 


forces general staff. 


The proposal was made by 


Chairman Vinson (Dem.), Georgia. 


He urged the committee to act 
as speedily as possible on a Sen- 
ate-approved bill that would tight- 


zen up the 1947 Unification Act, 
but, to put that new rule in it. 

Calling attention of the com- 
mittee to the law for reorganiza- 
tion of the executive branch of 
Government, signed by President 
Truman 10 days ago, Vinson said: 

“We'd better do the reorganiz- 
ing. We've got to do something, 
or somebody else will do some 
thing.” 


Vinson recommended that the 


armed forces be exempted from 
the new reorganization law, which 
gives the President wide authority 
to yeorganize Government depart- 
ments. 

He told the committee the 
amendment prohibiting a single 
military chief of staff would 
make it so no military dictator 
can rise up in this free country.“ 

Defense Testifies. 

Secretary of Defense Louis 
Johnson, called back for further 
committee questioning on the. bill, 
said he approved the amendment. 
He said he did not believe in a 
single chief of staff, or an armed 
forces general staff. 


Johnson asked the committee 
last week to approve the bill, say- 
ing it would give him the author- 
ity he needs to make the unifica- 
tion law work properly. 

The committee questioned him 
closely today on his order of early 
April canceling work on the super- 
carrier, the United States, a blow 
to the Navy. 

Representative Hebert (Dem.), 
Louisiana, asked Johnson how the 
decision ‘was made. 

Johnson said the matter was 
discussed by the joint chiefs of 
staff and Gem Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower, temporary chairman of the 
joint chiefs, at Johnson’s request, 
then conclusions of this group were 
referred to President Truman. 

“Considering all conclusions, and 
after discussing it with the Presi- 
dent,” he explained, “I took the 
position of the majority that it 
(the carrier) did not tie in with 
our global strategy, and therefore 
we canceled it.” 

Vinson Approves Cancellation. 


Vinson, who tried to steer the 
committee away from mention of 
‘the carrier decision, told the 
Secretary: 

Nothing you have done has met 
with my hearty approval more 
than the concellation of that 
carrier.”

“It will be up to the local boards 
to hire the contractors to clear the 
slums and build the public housing 
needed. 

“The housing law has three 
aims: To eliminate slums, to pro- 
vide housing for those who must 
have low-rent dwellings and to 
help needy farmers repair their 
homes or even build new ones.” 
Karst said the new law provides 
that no city or governmental unit 
shall be allowed to use federal 
money to eliminate a slum unless 
there is a low-rent place for the 
slum-dweller to go. 

“TI believe that persons who 
originally were opposed to the 
law will be glad it has passed 
after they have seen the good that 
can be accomplished,” the Con- 
gressman said. 

“It boiled down to a simple mat- 
ter of voting for more housing 
for the people or for more peni- 
tentiaries to house the casualties 
of slums and homelessness. 

“When I toured the housing 
projects of the East, it was grati- 
fying to learn that in every in-

Mrs. Stoddard told her story 
while waiting to testify before the 
grand jury. .She said that her 
husband was working in South 
Carolina when the beatings were 
carried out and is still there.

OMINFORM barbs and Western wishful thinking aside, Yugo- 


C remains a Communist 


country. Western opinion here 


maintains that even the whip of economic necessity is not likely 


soon to drive Yugoslavia into the capitalist camp. 


Nothing will, 


except a direct armed thrust by the Cominform countries. And this, 


even Yugoslavs believe, is out of the question. 


A six-week swing 


around the country leaves an impression of Communist orthodoty 
unmarred by any pro-capitalist deviations. 


In every town, the bookstores 
are filled with the translations of 
Soviet political and literary works. 
(Between 1945 and last New Year’s 
day, 18,000,000 copies of 606 trans- 
lated Russian books had been sold 
in this country.), The two leading 
Moscow dailies, Pravda and Izves- 


tia, are sold in every major town. |. 


Occasionally, one even runs into 
the famous “VK-P*(B) Letters,” in 
which the Russian Communist 
party denounced Premier Josip 
(Tito) Broz. 
Lenin and Stalin Pictures. 

On every provincial wall, the 
portraits of Tito are flanked by 
those of Lenin and Stalin. On the 
Square of Marshal Tito in Skolpje, 
capital of Macedonia, there are 10- 
foot plaster statues of Stalin, Le- 
nin, Marx and Engels—and none 
of Tito. In the biggest restaurant 
on the square, a fresh poster pro- 
claims, “Long life to the U.S. S. R. 
and Comrade Stalin!” 

In Zagreb, capital of Croatia, 
seven of the fourteen current 
movies are Soviet, and most of 
the others come from Cominform 
countries. In Belgrade, theaters 
showing Alexander Fadeyev's grim 
two-installment “Young Guard” 
are sold out days in advance—as 
they are in the Cominform coun- 
tries. 3 

In a village on the Albanian 
border, the manager of a co-opera- 
tive rises to offer a toast to “the 

t Comrade Stalin, hurray!” 
and a Yugoslav army captain adds 
a toas 
Army.” | 

Young workers at a rug fac- 
tory lustily sing a Russian par- 
tisan song dedicated to Stalin. 

At the May Day parade here, 
within Tito’s hearing, a woman 
shrilly called for long life for the 
Soviet Union and Stalin. 

Stalin Accused of Erring. 

But, as the struggle with the 
Cominform grows sharper, a 
change becomes apparent. In mid- 
March, when this correspondent 
arrived in Yugoslavia, great care 
was taken to avoid any critical 
references to Soviet leadership or 
policy. .The Cominform was at- 
tacked, and its allies and agents 
denounced. Stalin received noth- 
ing but veneration. This is no 
longer 80. 

One of the early straws in the 
wind was the People’s Front Con- 
gress in May, at which Stalin was 
conspiciously ignored,, in image 
as in quote. On the thirtieth an- 
niversary of the Tugoslav Com- 
munist party, this correspondent 
was in Dubrovnik, on the Adri- 
atic. The 300-yard main street 
had on display 32 images of Tito 
and only two of Stalin—the same 
number that was accorded to the 
lesser lights of the Yugoslav Polit- 
buro. : 

Moshe Pijade, the Politburo’s 
chief idéologist, has come out with 
an article insisting that the idea 
of the “people’s democracies” was 
Tito’s, and it was wrong of the 
Russians to ascribe it to Stalin, 
and a Communist shepherd in 
Macedonia, who never would have 
dared utter such thoughts a year 
ago, now had this to say:

Thousands of words. are turned 
out daily to prove that Commu- 
nism is decaying in Russia, and it 
is up to Yugoslavia to restore its 
original luster, and “put the rela- 
tionships among the Socialist 
states on a correct basis.” 

Hostility Toward West. 

At the same time, the Commu- 
nist party here misses few chances 
to indicate its hostility to the 
West. The world is divided into 
two camps, and from this bank of 
the Danube the West is the enemy, 
in capital letters.

Other observers—and they in- 
clude some of the British-Ameri- 
can diplomats — do not expect 
Yugoslavia’s red to turn to any 
other color.

What they hope 
for, for the future, is that Rus- 
sia’s continued hostility might fi- 
nally compel Yugoslavia to de- 
nounce the Soviet Union, and re- 
tire to a neutral corner in the 
East-West struggle.

Collectivization Campaign. 

Yugoslavia’s villages are in fer- 
ment as a result of the four-month- 
old campaign to collectivize the 
land. The drive has been probably 
the most important single develop- 
ment in this country. It draws in 
new thousands of peasants daily. 
It is wrecking century-old forms 
of work, land ownership, and so- 
ciety. It has, finally, réduced the 
only opposition of any significance. 

It is impossible to gauge the 
scale of this opposition from Bel- 
grade, but apparently the hostility 
is completely unorganized, ex- 
pressed mainly 
orms. ; 
Perhaps 10 per cent of the peas- 
antry is oppésed to the socializa- 
tion of land—and to the govern- 
ment. Locally, the estimates range 
from 12 per cent in Catholic Slo- 
venia to 5 per cent im Macedonia. 
The backbone of the opposition is 
the rich peasant, now being slowly 
and methodically drained of his 
wealth. 

The opposition takes a variety 
of forms. In a district near Sara- 
jevo, there have been five cases of 
arson on co-operative property in 
a month. In Croatia, co-op pigs 
have been poisoned. In Slovenia, 
a co-op manager has been mur- 
dered, co-op meetings have been 
broken by drunks (allegedly in- 
spired by wealthy peasants), co-op 
seed has been killed with chemi- 
cals. In rich Vojvodina, there have 
been many suicides of men 
branded as Kulaks. ‘ 

Whispering Opposition. 

Up to now, Yugoslay officials 
say, there has been nothing to 
match the sabotage which accom- 
panied the Kolkhoz drive in Soviet 
Russia in 1929-33. According to 
Stalin himself, rebellious peasants 
at the time killed off 17,000,000 of 
their own horses and 97, 000, 000 
sheep, rather than put them into 
collective farms. 

But more than one official has 
admitted to this correspondent 
that “many Kulaks see to it that 
their herds don’t grow.” 

The most prevalent form of op- 
position has been a whispering 
campaign. A rich peasant still 
has social prestige which he em- 
ploys to block the formation of a 
co-op. The standard argument is 
this: “You may not have much 
land now, but it’s all yours. Put 
it in a co-op, and you have noth- 
g.“ g 
Co-operative farms have been in 
existence since 1945. The big drive, 
however, began only last January, 
after a congress of Communist 
leaders.

Kohlberg is the chief master- 
mind of the propaganda and lob- 
bying drives for more United 
States aid to the Nationalists. 

Assiduously shunning the lime- 
light, Kohlberg always works be- 
hind the scenes. But he is un- 


tiring and unrelenting in his zeal 
and activities for the Nationalists 
particularly the cause of Chiang 
Kai-shek, Kohlberg is an ardent 
supporter of the ex-Generalissimo. 

Kohlberg is also close to T. V. 
Soong and H. H. Kung, the multi- 
millionaire brothers-in-law of Chi- 
ang. Both are now.in the United 
States and very active in pushing 
a newéscheme for United States 
aid to the Nationalists. Under this 
plan, the Nationalists would set 
up a new government in Chung- 
king with the backing of United 
States funds and arms. 

Kohlberg has had a big hand 
in practically every. big propa- 
ganda drive for more United 
States aid to the Chinese Nation- 
alists. He is credited with being 
the real author of the recent 
round-robin letter signed by 21 
Senators assailing State Depart- 
ment policy on China. 

Several years ago he launched 
a drive to smash the Institute of 
Pacific Relations. It had voiced

WASHINGTON. 
W. are in the midst of an ex-

crisis. The cause is the busi- 
ness recession in the United 
States, which has led Americans 
to reduce their purchases of 
British goods. 

This, in turn, has brutally inter- 
rupted the remarkable progress 
the British were making with 
Marshall aid. They have had to 
start again drawing on their na- 
tional nest egg of dollars and gold 
in order to pay their bills to us. 
Britain’s nest egg has now 
dropped below the two billion dol- 
lars minimum that is considered 
absolutely essential to maintain 
sterling as a world currency. And 
thus the British are in the position 
of bankers whose cash in hand is 
getting perilously low, while with- 
drawals continue. 

These significant but dry-as-dust 
facts have produced more tense 
conferring, and more anxious ex- 
changing of top-secret cables, than 
has been seen since the great 
European crisis that forced the 
President to ask for the special 
European interim aid bill in No- 
vember 1947. The danger, in fact, 
is wholly genuine and very great. 
If the British go on the monetary 
rocks, the Marshall plan will go 
with them, and so will European 
recovery and the whole effort to 
contain Soviet imperialism. 


Hoffman Had a Role. 


After Herculean struggles, in 
which Paul Hoffman and his Eco- 
nomic Co-operation Administra- 
tion staff have played the leading 
part, the American Administration 
has achieved something like 
unanimity on policy in the crisis. 
The State Department, the Treas- 
ury Department and the E.C.A., 
at least, are agreed that the time 
has come for sterling to be de- 
valued. 

If the British lower the dollar 
price of sterling from the present 
artificial level of $4.03 for one 
pound, British goods will auto- 
matically become cheaper to thos 
who can pay for them in dollars.

Maneuven in England Show Jets 
Can Intercept Bombers at High 
Levels: Final Results Still Studied 


Professional Observers Believe Fast · Climb- 
ing Fighters Are Peril to Big Planes at 
Great Heights — B-29s Used in Exercises 
to Test British Defenses.

UXBRIDGE, England. 


June 25 to July 3 has shown that high level bombers can be 
intercepted by jet fighters. While final results of the maneuvers, 


climbing jets. 
B-29s, flying at high levels, have 


been consistently intercepted by 
British Meteors and American 
F-80s, otherwise known as Shoot- 
ing Stars. A B-29 raid destined 
for London was detected approach- 
ing Cromer, about 120 miles away, 
at a height of 30,000 to 35,000 feet. 
As the raiders turned on their 
course, they were engaged by six 
Meteor squadrons operating in 
two sections. The fighters harassed 
the bombers along the route and 
over the target. 7 

Another group of B-29s directed 
at London came over at 24,000 
feet in single file. They were in- 
tercepted long before they reached 
the target, first by three squadrons 
of Meteors and then by two more. 
In another raid on Derby, B-29s 
coming over the sea at 25, 
feet were intercepted by Meteors 
and F-80s. 


Both types of fighters carry full 
armament in the maneuvers—the 
Meteor four 20-millimeter cannon 
and the F-80 six 50-caliber ma- 
chine guns. 


In order to increase the severity 
of the tests at high altitudes, the 
British are using as a simulated 
bomber the Vampire. The Vam- 
pire is a jet fighter, slower but 
more maneuverable than the Me- 
teor. The idea is to give the de- 
fending fighters stiffer competi- 
tion than is afforded by the B-29,

In a raid north of Bath, eight 
Vampires were intercepted. 40 
miles short of the target. In a 
second raid on Coventry, four 
Vampires coming in at 30,000 feet 
were met before they reached the 
coast and about 100 miles from 
the target.

Within this limitation, however, 
the attacking bombers are perfect- 
ly free to engage in all sorts of 
evasive action, such as choosing 
their own altitudes, approaching 
targets from different directions 
and in scattered groups, making 
low level attacks and so on. Such 
tactics, while cleverly employed, 
have not in general baffled the de- 
fense. 

In maneuvers of this sort, the 
participating pilots are wont to ex- 
aggerate their own exploits and 
disparage the opposition. Thus, 
the Meteor and F-80 pilots’ claims 
of effective action at high alti- 
tudes cannot be taken at full 
value; neither can the claims of 
B-29 pilots that the Meteor is able

It is to be hoped that they are right. But it 
is not inconceivable that, at the present rate, un- 


employment may reach figures approaching those 


of 1937 and 1938. Business may even be con- 
fronted by a situation recalling that of the 
early 1930s. If it is, will its reaction be differ- 
ent now from what it was then? Just what is 
being done to head off serious trouble? 

There is reason to be optimistic about the 
possibility of heading off a serious depression. 
The war-created demands of Europe alone are 
enough to keep millions of workers, here and 
abroad, busy for years. And, surely, Americans 
do not have all the automobiles, television sets 
and carpet-sweepers they want and need. But it 
is becoming more and more obvious that there 
is not enough active purchasing: power here or 
abroad to make this demand effective, and thus 
to prevent the slow-down of production. 

The Marshall plan is the chief deyice for 
meeting the international aspect of the proklem. 
The United Nations report, however, indicates 
that it is not quite as effective as it was be- 
lieved to be. Will it get any more support if 
Can 
American business make the price changes and 
other adjustments necessary to preverit this? Or 
will it look for a storm cellar? Will Govern- 
ment be prepared, if necessary, to step in with 
something better than new leaf-raking plans? 

The problem, of course, is much more compli- 


cated than a few paragraphs can suggest. But 


that is all the more reason for doing something 
about it, instead of drifting vaguely along. So 


far, only a few warning symptoms have made 


their appearance. There still is time for ener- 
getic preventive treatment.. Is everybody going 


to stand around the patient, sorrowfully observ- | 


ing his decline? Or will somebody prescribe the 
necessary medicine? 

When the prescription is: undertaken, there 
ean be no doubt that consumption will be a vital 
ingredient. 


They Spoke Too Soon 

The boys in the local Weather Bureau play 
around with their weird maps. They discuss 
saturated adiabatic changes and apply hypso- 
metric formulae. They juggle millibars and iso- 
therms. They swing hygrometers and psychro- 
meters. But they just can’t give a layman a 
satisfactory explanation for the heat and humid- 
ity gétting St. Louis into a first-place national 
tie with Yuma and Miami. 

However, it is only necessary to remember two 
things. Last May the British Government 
amended its Foreign Office yearbook. It re- 
moved St. Louis from the list of cities having 
climates unhealthful enough to warrant giving 
attaches stationed here an extra month’s leave 
each year. A few weeks later the St. Louis 
Chamber of Commerce issued a booklet of al- 
leged facts on St. Louis. Therein it juggled the 
humidity figures so as to come up with an inac- 
curate average and added that St. Louisans do 
not have severe winters “nor do they suffer the 
debilitation of long, hot summers.” 

And now St. Louis is really hot. 
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The Teachers Speak Up 
Angrily, the public school teachers of the 
United States have spoken out against loyalty 
oaths. Good for them! In doing so, they have 
demonstrated that they know more about Amer- 
ican principles than do.the fear-ridden legisla- 
tors who believe that a teacher’s loyalty—or 
that of anybody else—can be tested by an oath. 
Noting that such measures ‘have been aimed 


at teachers in no less than 25 states, the Depart- 
ment of Classroom Teachers of the National 


Education Association, representing some 350,000 
teachers, has condemned “discriminatory legisla- 
tion that singles out teachers.” That is the 
primary objection against these oaths. They 
imply that, somehow, teachers. are, more prone 


+ to treason than other citizens “and, therefore, 


must be subject to special precautions: 

As college and university faculty members al- 
ready have pointed out, such oaths actually are 
of little or no help in discovering Communists. 
Quite aside from the fact that Communist party 
membership in the United States is still legal, 
few members of an outlaw organization would 
hesitate to deny such membership under oath. 

No, oaths will not trap traitors. But they can 
further demean what ought to be a democracy’s 


most honored profession. Already all too many 


teachers are poorly paid and overburdened. If 
their patriotism is to be suspected, their ranks 
surely will be thinned. Many will resign for a 
more favored place in the community, and few 
young people will want to take their places in 
a stigmatized profession. 

Oaths are not the only evil in this respect. 
In the name of the merit system, more than 


* 
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is operating as a guerrilla, the commerce of the 
country is in chaos, and the Communists could 
be beaten back only if the United States went to 
war with them, which the United States is not 
going to do. 

The only way the new China aid proposals 
make sense is politically—to snare the votes of 
Americans who like the idea of fighting Com- 
munism and do not see how futile the means 
proposed would be. 

Sooner or later, we hope, China can be re- 
oriented toward democracy, but when the time 
comes the man to do it will not be Chiang Kai- 
shek. He helped bring China to its present 
plight by his complacency toward the dictatorial 
and corrupt elements in his Government. Since 
his pretended retirement from office his course 
has been one of duplicity. He wfecked the peace 
efforts of the rump Government he left behind, 
just as he wrecked its treasury and its military 
defenses. | 

How can Senator Knowland and his more- 
China-aid associates pretend to themselves, in 
the face of these facts, that there is any longer 
a Nationalist Government to aid, or that it could 
do anything with assistance if there were?

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To Right a Wrong 
Adiai E. Stevenson has a rare opportunity to 
strike a blow for justice for the little people of 
Illinois. It is an opportunity of a character not 
enjoyed by any other Illinois executive since 
John Peter Altgeld in 1893 pardoned the surviv- 
ing Haymarket prisoners who had been rail- 

roaded to prison without a fair trail. 
Gov. Stevenson’s opportunity is to sign the 
Barry-Lee right-to-counsel bill. This bill charts 


a sure course through the conflicting remedies « 


which have defeated hundreds if not thousands 
of attempts by convicted persons to prove that 
they were denied a fair trial. No one knows 
how many inmates of Illinois prisons were not 
provided with the protection of a lawyer when 
they were arraigned and brought into court. 
The number is far too large. 

This cause of justice, as our readers know, 
has been a continuing interest of the. Post- 
Dispatch since the Supreme Court’s unfortunate 
decision in the case of Betts vs. Brady in 1942. 
Thanks to the Illinois Bar Association, the 
Habeas Corpus Committee of Illinois lawyers 
and other groups and influences, the Barry-Lee 
bill passed the Legislature in almost record time 
and is now before the Governor. 

Since Adlai Stevenson was an early chair- 


man of the Bill of Rights committee of the Chi- 


cago bar, he doubtless will take satisfaction in 
signing into law a measure which aims to en- 
force this basic fair trial guaraiſtee of the Sixth 


Amendment.

Resurrection of the Kommandatura 

The Berlin four-power Kommandatura, out 
for over a year, has been revived. As a result 
of the Paris agreement among the Big Four For- 
eign Ministers to restore joint control of Berlin, 
deputy military governors have re-established 
the framework of the organization which. ruled 
the city until last June. 

Enormous difficulties confront the Kommand- 
atura. Since its suspension last year, Berlin has 
been split into what is in effect two cities.

From an Address by Edward U. Condon, Direetor, National Bureau of 
Standards, Published in the Bulletin of the Atomic Scientists 


I believe that there is growing in this 
country a widespread anti-intellectualism 
which is violently opposed to free speech 
and free discussion, unless the views ex- 
pressed happen to fit its own. stereotypes. 

I believe that there is a particular vin- 
dictiveness against the atomic bomb scien- 
tists on the part of persons annoyed by the 
part these scientists played in securing the 
legislation which established the present 
civilian Atomic Energy Commission. 


I believe there is a larger group of 
American isolationists than is generally 


' realized, They have been operating largely 


underground until now, but in the future, 
they will be increasingly bold in trying 
to put over the idea that world govern- 
ment or international co-operation pro- 
grams of any kind, or even the United 
Nations, are subversive and un-American. 
One step in paving the way for this is an 
attempt to discredit or intimidate those 
scientists who have stressed the mescap- 
able necessity of working toward the one- 
world concept. 


Inquiries Should Be Fair 


I do not omit the possibility that some 
honest and sincere persons have been un- 
strung by the general tension and hysteria 
and genuinely believe that the scientists 
are untrustworthy fellows. 

There are probably a lot of other com- 
ponents in this stew, but these seem to me 
to be the important ones. 

I do not want anyone to construe any- 
thing that I have said at any time as op- 
position to fairly and competently con- 
ducted inquiry into suspected subversive 
activity. But I do want to be on record 
against incompetence in such investiga- 
tions and against their being conducted in 
an atmosphere of hysteria-generating pub- 
licity. !

Dealing With Inquisitors 

When I heard this I could hardly believe 
my ears. However, there is one thing that 
one must not do with the inquisitors, and 
that is to appear not to take them seri- 
ously. So I went into an impassioned af- 
firmation of faith in Archimedes’ Principle 
and the general correctness of Newton’s 
Law of Gravitation. 

It must have satisfied them, for I have 


‘had the pleasure of adding their “clear- 


ance” to my collection, which I feel may be 
the largest collection of clearances in the 
country. | 

Along with many others, I had thought 
that the fever was burning itself out. But 
a recent tour across the country gave 
shocking evidence of the way in which 
various state legislative committees are be- 
coming active in attempting to discredit 
university scientists, merely because a few 
scientists entertain minority views. It 
seems to me to be my duty to give this 
warning of the dangers to America of that 
attack and to urge all scientists, in each 
local community, to give serious attention 
to the menace to our Constitution of these 
attempts to “lynch by label.” 


Huey Long on Fascism 


The late Senator Huey Long is reported 
to have said, more than a dozen years ago, 
when we were just beginning to worry 
about the threat of totalitarian govern- 
ments in Ge: and Italy, that if Fas- 
cism ever comes to America, it will come 
in the guise of 100 per cent Americanism. 

I feel keenly that it is our duty and re- 
sponsibility to think clearly and carefully 
about these danger signs appearing in our 
country. I would like to be able to believe 
that I over-estimate their importance, but 


the past decade alone provides for us too 


many examples of nations where the peo- 


ple who ignored the syniptoms of totalitar- 


ianism, ignored the symptoms of the dis- 
ease until it was too late, Anti-intellectual- 
ism precedes the totalitarian putsch, and 
anti-intellectualism is vn the upswing here. 

There is an aphorism about letting sleep- 
ing dogs lie—and many of us are tempted 
to do just that. But that aphorism is not 


applicable here, for the dogs to which I- 


refer, while they have been doing plenty of 
lying, are certainly not asleep.

MAKE SURE that all recently 
pressed clothes have several hours 
to dry out thoroughly before you 
pack them.

Wrap your shoes in tis- 
sue paper or slip them into shoe 
bags. Make an accurate check of 
your toilet articles and cosmetics 
as you stow them in your rubber- 
lined case. Fit the new novel, your 
jewelry case and your hostess gift 
into this bottom layer. 

When all these items are snugly 
in place, tie the ribbons attached 
to the lining of your suitcase firm- 
ly over them. Make certain that 
they are really battened down be- 
cause if those heavy articles slide 
around, they will play havoc with 
your clothes. 

Now put a sheet of tissue paper 
over the bottom layer and place 
your lingerie, handkerchiefs, stock-

tables, tear books and papers, spill things and break 
things, This can be very hard on the furnishings and most

This destructiveness does not imply deliberate meanness 
on the child’s part. He is following the dictates of Nature. He 
mut gain strength and he must learn about the world through 
his senses.
